On or about August/September 2018, The Boston Globe obtained hundreds of jailhouse phone 
calls placed or received by Aaron Hernandez. The calls appear to have been made while he was 
awaiting trial. According to the publication, they obtained approximately 400 +/- hours of 
conversation between Hernandez and several other individuals. The Boston Globe will only use 
the calls they find interesting for their publication, as they have the right to do so. Therefore, 
American Media Inc. requests the same audio files obtained by The Boston Globe and if more 
exist we kindly ask to add them to this request. American Media Inc. requests a full copy of what 
was released to The Boston Globe pertaining to calls placed or received by Aaron Hernandez 
during his stay at the Bristol County Jail. If more audio than what was initially released exists, 
we kindly ask for those to be included. 

We would prefer the request be fulfilled electronically, by e-mail attachment if available or CD- 
ROM if not.
